The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS 
Claims 2, 3, 29, 30 have been cancelled. 

Claim 1 now reads: 

1 . A method for preserving living mammalian cellular material, comprising: 
incubating the mammalian cellular material in a culture medium containing at 
least one sugar for at least three hours; and after said incubation, 
subjecting the mammalian cellular material to a preservation protocol, wherein 
said culture medium contains from 0.2 to 0.4M sugar, wherein the at least one 
sugar comprises trehalose and wherein the cellular material is a cell culture. 

28. A method for preparing living mammalian cellular material for preservation 
comprising: 

incubating the mammalian cellular material in a culture medium containing at 
least polysaccharide for at least three hours, wherein said culture medium 
contains from 0.2 to 0.4M polysaccharide, wherein the at least one 
polysaccharide comprises trehalose and wherein the mammalian cellular 
material is a cell culture. 
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Applicants' insertion of "mammalian" overcomes the rejections over Kim 
or Burger et al. since these references are directed to plant and yeast cell 
preservation. 

Inclusion of "cell culture" has over come the rejection over US 6,770,478 
particularly in view of applicants' arguments that US '478 specifically teaches 
that "endocytotic uptake route is blocked at sugar concentrations above 0.1 M at 
col. 14, Is. 16-17.". This paragraph discusses platelet preservation. Further 
reading of this paragraph states that "we prefer not to use sugar concentrations 
higher than about 50mM in the loading buffer because at some point above this 
value, we have found swelling and morphological changes of the platelets.". 
Thus, limitation of the claims to "cultured cells" removes this reference since 
platelets are not cultured cells and the instant claim is directed to the 
preservation of "living" cellular material.
